No. 743 Norte, Ciudad Obregon, Sonora. 

On March 7, 1964, and March 11, 1964, a second 
source abroad, who has furnished reliable information in 
the past, advised that he had conducted investigation along 
two additional streets named '*Calle Tolteca” in Mexico, D. F., 
in an unsuccessful effort to locate ARTURO GAONA ELIAS and 
the 1959 Renault automobile registered to his name with the 
Calle Tolteca No. 53 address. 

It was ascertained by this source that No. 53 is 
nonexistent on Calle Tolteca in Colonia Ixtapalapa, Mexico, 

D. F., and it was observed that the street is unpaved and 
in a very poor section of the city. The only numbers which 
could be located along the very narrow street were No. 45, 
the address of a barroom, and No. 105, which was identified 
as a mud-walled dwelling. 

Source located a Calle Tolteca in the Colonia San 
Pedro de los Pinos area of Mexico City and was unable to locate 
a No. 53 on that street. According to source, with the fore- 
going Investigation, he had conducted intensive inquiries to 
locate GAONA ELIAS on all five streets carrying the name
